To the Richmond School District: 
In compliance with the Laws of the State, the follow- 
ing is respectfully submitted: ,_ 

The number of schools has been 7 for the first term, and 6 
for the remaining part of the year. Nos. 5 and 9 were united 
during the last terms, making only a fair number of scholars 
for a school, and we would hope they might be so united in 
the future. 

The schools had 23 weeks each, the same as last year, ex- 
cept that No. 6 had three additional weeks, to make up that 
much of deficiency for the year before. 


SCHOLARS. 


The school registers give the totalnumber of pupils as 
109 ; Boys 59, Girls 50. There were besides, 5 schooled out of 
town. ‘Two of Mr. Goodnough’s went into Troy, which was 
near by, and at the expense of $28.00 ; and others into Swan- 
zey, and Royalston, Mass., where in each case they had 
faithful instruction. All parents and citizens have reason 
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for gratitude, that there has been no epidemie or prevailing 
disease among our pupils or teachers, to have hindered them 
from punctual attendance, or earnest application to their 
privileges. 

TEACHERS. 


The town has had nine different teachers during the year, 
two of whom, Misses Bowen and Harris, had their first ex- 
perience in imparting knowledge, and in directing other 
minds in thought and study. ‘The latter were energetic in 
their work, and proved themselves able to infuse their spirit 
of diligence and application into their pupils. We trust 
they will endeavor to enlarge their fitness for still better 
work. 

All our teachers have exercised their diversified talents 
with varied success. No person can equally succeed in every 
position, but all have succeeded in instructing, if not in govy- 
erning. 

Each of the older teachers has had thorough normal drill, 
or large experience, which has fitted them for far better work 
than without these. i 

The different schools and communities receiving their help 
and influence, have reason for gratitude for their services 
rendered. 

We commend the teachers, generally, for their efforts in 
their care and watchfulness over their pupils’ cleanliness of 
their own persons, and that of their school room; for this 
has a strong impression upon the scholars’ morals and good 
behavior. 

TEXT BOOKS. 


Webster's Unabridged Dictionary, bas been bought for each 
school-room; the teachers were severally asked to have it 
placed where she and each pupil could most freely consult it, 
and make it of the greatest advantage. 

Various publishers of different Readers, have been written 
to, and after thorough examination, the board have intro- 
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duced Franklin’s New Series of Readers, in place of the old 
books. The terms are very reasonable, that is, the even ex- 
change of an old reader for a new one, where the pupil was 
using such of the same number, and where not, to purchase 
at the introductory prices. 

The new books have greatly stimulated the efforts for good 
reading in the various classes, which we are glad to perceive: 

Mayhew’s system of Book-keeping, had so gone out of use 
py most of the counting rooms and accountants, that the 
hoard have changed it for Messervey’s, which book is now 
being introduced into nearly all the Academies and towns of 
New England. 

More pupils have taken this branch of study, than in for- 
mer years, and their examinations showed execellent in- 
struction from the teachers, and profitable and painstaking 
work on the part of those taught. | 


SPELLING. 


It is gratifying to notice the almost universal interest 
shown by scholars, teachers and parents, in stimulating each 
other with reference to good spelling; it shows that where 
enthusiasm takes possession of a person, much more is accom- 
plished, than where listlessness and indifference prevail, We 
place the record of spelling where it can be easily read and 
compared, trusting there will be no falling off in interest in 
the future, on the part of any one concerned. 


BLACKBOARDS. 


Several school-rooms were found to be deficient in black- 
boards, also in wall-maps. All that could be found in old 
No’s. 4, 8 and 16, were repaired and slated, and supplied as 
were needed in Nos. 2, 5. 6 and 9, where they have been 
sagerly and successfully utilized by both teachers and pupils. 
Wall-maps or charts are still needed in Nos. 2, 3, 7 and 9. 

One of the easiest and surest ways of making a permanent 
impression upon the mind of a child, is through the eye, by 
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pictures, charts and maps. We would commend to our teach- 
ers, the use of more’ of this manner of instruction. By this 
method, a few of our teachers did nobly in teaching the 
sounds of letters, map drawing and free hand drawing. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


One year ago the town raised $200, for the purpose of 
special repairs on school houses. Your board have used this 
amount in shingling and somewhat reclapboarding No. 3, 
and in removing old seats and desks of No. 6, thoroughly 
repairing the floor, and painting its woodwork. 

Instead of the old seats of fifty years ago, the most dura- 
ble and comfortable seats and desks of modern style have 
been thoroughly set up. 

The expense in correspondence, cost and labor, in obtain-_ 
ing them and putting them in, has far exceeded all expection. 
But we believe they will stand the wear and tear of at least 
one century, unless the destructive elements of nature, or 
wanton misuse, deal severely with them. 

We wish to call special attention to the school houses of 
Nos. 5,6 and 15, which are rapidly losing’ their outside 
paint, and unless painted at once, must cost much more in 
the far future, than in the present. 


20LL OF HONOR. 


It is sad that there is so little interest shown on the part 
of some parents and pupils, with reference to punctuality, 
and constancy upon school advantages. 

The Statute, and the Officers of the State, require us to 
report the ‘‘Roll of Honor,” hoping it will stimulate parents, 
scholars and teachers, to use every encouragement, and 
make every possible effort towards regular attendance. 


EXPENSES.
